No Revelations Yet. 

Wo date say lhat most of thoso who havo 
of late years come into ihis Colony from 
abroad havo boon under the impression that 
they had ent.ored a country where they were 
to find British institutions carried out in 
the true British spirit. When they found ti 
Governor, a Legislative Council and House 
of Assombly they thought surely hero is the 
reproduction of Ihe (Juecn, Lords, and Com- 
mons of Groat Britain— here is, to say the 
least, the rhaohina'ry requisite; to carry on 
the Government of the island, and if it lo 
only guided by the prinoiploa which havo 
obtained undur similar ciicunislances else- 
-where, one may reasonably expect corres- 
ponding results. But how soon is such an 
idea dispelled. Let this machinery of gov- 
ernment be guided by one who knows his 
duty and is willing to do it, and no fault 
could bo fuund. However, let a clever 
juggler, who has his own aims to serve, or 
Lis own crudo whims to indulge, but take 
the helm, and such results will follow as wo 
have seen day after day enacted in this 
Province. It is now going on two months 
since Mr. Harris' motion was passed by the 
House of Assembly "calling for copies of 
all correspondence betwoeu His Excellency 
the Governor and iho Homo Government on 
the subject ot the Town site ; and copies of 
all correspondence between His Excellency 
aDd the Hudson Buy Company-'' 

Ample time has been given lor even the 
most circumlocutory department in exist- 
ence to produce the information required. 
But such a request might have boon pre- 
ferred bolore the Great Mogul with far more 
chnnco of success. Catch our Governor un- 
veiling to the eyes of the '• common herd " 
the mystic secret of tho inner temple of 
James Bay. " Knowledge is power," " Ig 
noranco is bliss," say tho old saws, and no 
man seoms to have moro implicit confidence 
in their truth than he who holds in his hand 
the destinies of these Colonies, so that he 
may retain the knowledge and rule whilst 
we aro iqnorant and happy. But does 
Governor Douglas for one moment supposo 
that such a state of things will bo permitted 
by the inhabitants of this country lo proceed 
much longer ? Does he imagine lhat be- 
cause thoy have been fools enough to sub- 
mit hitherto to ba cursod by a system of 
mismanagement and incompetence, com- 
pared with which a despotism would be a 
blessing, that they will continue to tako no 
measures to be freed from the prime cause 
of it all. The inhabitants of this Colony 
are taxed, and taxed heavily, to support 
a shadow of a government, while the whole 
substance resides in the hands of one man. 
They want their interests looked nftcr in re- 
turn for the sacrifices they make. Their in- 
terests have been neglected. They have been 
deprived or the opportunity ol making that 
progress which their situation and the occa- 
sion has entitled them to. Somcbodv is lo 
bluuie, una uiuytiuvu a ngni to Know who. 
They havo a right to know why the city ol 
Victoria is kept waiting up to this late day 
for the property to which she is justly entitled. 
If the Governor is not willing to give the in- 
formation required— if he refuses to give the 
people of this Island a satisfactory explanation 
of tho manner in which lira towu-site affairs 
have been managed— it is high time that some 
mcve wero made to have his position filled by 
one more fitted to govern this Colony.

CANADA. 

The management of the Colonization Roads 
is understood to bediviJed between M. Evan- 
tural, the Head of the Bureau of Agriculture, 
and Mr. McDoogal.

Editor Unman Colomist:— I beg to present you 
a copy ol complaints against me, as Master of the 
American ship Seaman's ilride, banded to Mr. 
Courtney, my solicitor, by the Clerk of tlio Police 
Court, through the instruction of Mr. Uishoj), solic- 
itor for the l'lainUBti 

Iu justice to myself, and ior the benefit ol the pub- 
lic I trust that you will give it u space in your 
widoly circulated journal. 

The charges are fifteen In number, comprising: 

1. Short weight oi butter: 

2. Had butter; 

a. No proper meals cooked ; 

4. Two duys no sugar; 

5. Seven days without potatoes; 

ii. Eight '• short allowance of water; 

7. Two " without Hour: 

8. Twelve " bad flour; 

1). Five H no currants; 
» 10. Twenty-lour days no suet; 
' 11. Seven days bad butter; 
13, Twelve days no oat-meal; 

13. Thirty-six days no mustard; 

14. Twenty-six days no peeper; 

15. Twenty-two days no lime juice ; 

They also complain of being sent ou shore in less 
than forty-eight hours after the ship's arrival. 

These are the charges made against me. and at 
present I have only the following statement to make 
in reference to tlioui : 

The lirst charge is short weight o! butler lor only 
one meal; which charge I deny. 'I he second, is bad 
butter, winch is disposed of under charge eleven, 
which is seven day's bad butter. The third charge, 
no proper mvals cooked; which is entirely valbk. 
Eourth charge, two duys without sugar; which 1 
admit to be true. The tilth, sotcu days without po- 
tatoes: a most silly charge, niter being at sen seventy, 
eight days with potatoes EVBUY day. According to 
my Dietary Scale I was allowed to substitute riie in 
lieu ofpotatoos. The sixth charge, eight day's short 
allowance of water. Now 1 claim di-cretionary 
power ol putting passengers on short allowance of 
water, WITHOUT LIABILITY, when it is accessary lor 
the benefit of those passengers and all on board ; es- 
pecially in this case, as we were llftCCU days within 
live hundred miles oi'San Francisco, with light head 
winds and calms, nnd some ot the | asseugers blamed 
me tor not reducing the amount ol water before 
Seventh, two days without tlour; this I know noth- 
ing of, but 1 Jo know that they received two days 
extra allowance of Hour on their pu.-sage Irom San 
Francisco. Eighth, twelve days bad Hour. I proved 
iii Couit yesterday thai the baker preferred this 
same quullty ol Hour to the NEW, which wus proved 
hood, and 1 used it on my own table. Ninth, is live 
days without currants; this I TOTALLY deny. Tenth, 
twenty-lour days without suet: iu San Francisco I 
could not get salt suet, and 1 bought lard instead, 
which I offered them; some objected to il, and some 
accepted It Eleventh, seven days bud butter; this 
butler was Irom the same lot us that which I used 
myself, and of the same quality. Twclllb, twelve 
days no oatmeal ; tho tact oi this is thai some did not 
want it, and any that did want it weie supplied. 
We have never been short ol oatmeal iln ring t lie voy- 
age, and still have some on board. Thirteenth, 30 
days no mustard. We wore she rt of mustard lor 
about twenty-live days. Fourteenth, twenty-six 
days without pepper; which I also deny, as we have 
never been out of pepper. Fifteenth, twenty two 
days without lime juice; no complaint was ever made 
ami 1 was not aware that we were short of it when 1 
left San Francisco. 

As to the charge of putting the passengers ashore 
before the expiration ol forty-eight hours afler our 
arrival; it was my belief that twenty-four hours af- 
ter the arrival ol the ship was all that they were enti- 
tled to remain. Neither was I lnloriried by the Emi- 
gration Officer at Melbourne, or any officer ol tho 
Government of Victoria, that it was necessary to 
keep my passengers on the ship alter the expiration 
ol' twenty-lour tiours alter the arrival. Acting upon 

my own judgment, l chartered astcamor,tu take the 
passengers oB'. Part lelf and part remained. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that all passenger 
ships entering a llrilish port are always boarded by a 
Government Officer, who makes it his first business 
lo instruct the captain as to the .rules and regulations 
o' such port. In my case there was no Government 
Officer boarded my ship at my arrival here, and I 
was compelled to use my own judgment about land- 
ing my passengers. It iu using lhat judgment I 
have committed a.brqacb of any English law. I claim 
mitigation ol thc'penalty through ignorance of such 
law. As for the other charges brought against me, 
I shall say nothing, I think they speak ior them- 
selves. Hut this I will ask ol the public, that they 
defer their judgment until they have heard nil the 
evidence ol ihe witnesses lor the defence.

Wouldn't .Let them Aboard. 

Yostortlay morning a cruel practical joke 
was played in Esquimult harbor on five Vic- 
torians who hud ridden miles through the 
heat and dust to catch a ylitupso of the rosy- 
cheeked English beauties who arrived on 
the Tynernoutli. Arrayed in their best, with 
clean white shirts and gnrrole collars, to say 
nothing of shining boots and delicately per- 
fumed handkerchiefs, they employed an 
Esquimah boatman to row them to where 
the steamer was riding at anchor, not dream- 
ing but that, at the very lirst sight of their 
respectable physiognomies the captain would 
permit them to ascend the gangway steps 
and in3pect with tho eyes of connoisseurs his 
lovely freight. Uul'oilunatoly, their expect- 
ations were not fulfilled, for it appears that 
several Victorians were aboard the steamer 
-when the boat containing llie rbspectable 
notables hove in sight, and one of tho num- 
ber, a bit of a wag, approached tho Com- 
mander of the steamer ami asked if he 
knew who those men J were in that boat ' 

'•No;" replied he, " they are strangers 
to mo." 

" Well," said the wag mysteriously, 
pointing over his shoulder to a group of the 
fair damsels who had gathered to view the 
approaching strangers, "you'd better look 
out for them." 

fl What do you mean V asked tho cap- 
tain. 

" Nothing, nothing, only you'd belter keep 
an eye on those fellows, that's all." 

The Captain looked pu/.zled and glanced 
at his informant doubtingly. 

<' Yes," continued the latter, vaguely, as- 
suming a sanctimonious air and tone of 
voice, " take my advice, sir, and keep them 
off." 

" Do 1 understand you, sir," said tho cap- 
tain, " that the respectable looking men in 
that boat are not to be trusted among those 
females 1" 

" Most certainly they are not ; why, ( point- 
ing to the oldest man in tho party, who is llie 
father ol a large family; that steady looking 
old gent is the worst man in the crowd." 

" Are you quite sure of tho truth of what 
you say, sir; that gentleman looks like a 
minister-- and 1 shouldn't like to offend d min- 
ister." 

" A minister ! yes ; he docs look like a min- 
ister ; but that air is assumed that ho may the 
bettor consummate his designs. They arc none 
of thorn to be trusted aboard this vessel, or 
anywhere else where there arc innocent females, 
]Jasstire you, captain. 

" Is it possible," asked the astonished cap- 
tain, " that such depravity exists in so young a 
colony ? 1 shall ordor tho police in charge not 
to allow one of them to conic aboard." And 
orders were forthwith given to officer Douglas 
not to allow any of tho party in that particular 
boat to approach— orders which Lho officer 
faithfully carried out to the letter, notwith- 
standing tho entreaties, expostulations and 
protestations ol " honorable intentions" from 
the whole crowd) 

One of the married men (ihero were three 
in the boat) sent his card to tho captain, but 
was told that the latter would see him in 
the morning. Tho gangway steps wero 
then raised and tho only courso of ascent 
thereby closed. Had the boat had a small 
pox patient aboard it could not havo been 
treated with greater contempt, or received 
the cold shoulder more effectually, and after 
hovering about tho vessel fur some time, 
like baffled birds of prey, tho boat-load of 
unhappy men returned to the shore con- 
siderably chopfallen, while the fortunate 
Victorians who had succeeded in gqtting 
aboard, with many passengers who 
through the juke, rent tho air with langhto 

Ahrival or the "Tvnbmoutii."— This 
fino, iron steamship left San Francisco on 
the morning of the !2ih and cast anchor in 
the mouth of Esquimalt harbor at 8} o'clock 
night before last. She is consisned to Dick- 
son, Campbell & Co.; brings 242 passengers 
and 200 tons freight; and yesterday entered 
Esquimalt harbor, where the freight will be 
discharged. When the vessel lofb England 
thero were 270 passengers on board — 132 of 
whom wore females. One of the latter (a 
widow named Elizabeth Buchanan) died 
two days before the vessel reached the Falk- 
land Islands, where she was buried. She 
was of the number sent out under the aus- 
pices of the London Female Emigration So- 
ciety. Thirty-four of the male passengers 
left the vessel pit San Francisco— some of 
whom were accidentally left behind by the 
stenmer. As a matter of course, wo wont 
aboard the steamer yesterday morning and 
ad a g.)OU look at the lady passengers. 
They are mostly cleanly, well-built, pretty 
looking young women — ages varying from 
fourteen to nn uncertain figure ; a few are 
young widows who havo seen belter days. 
Most appear to havo been well raised and 
generally they seem a superior lot to the 
women usually met with on emigrant ves- 
sels. Taken altogether, wo are highly 
pleased with the appearance of tho "in- 
voice," and believe that they will give a 
good account of themselves in whatever sta- 
tion of life they may be called to fill— oven 
if they marry lucky bachelor minors from 
Cariboo, They will bo brought to Victoria 
and quartered in tho Marino Barracks, 
James Bay, early this morning by tho gun- 
boat Forward. A largo number of citizens 
visited Esquimalt yesterday and endeavored 
to board the vessel, but were generally or- 
dered oft' ami returned from their fruitless 
eriand with hoavy hearts. Thero was some 
trouble with the crew while coining out, wo 
understand, but nothing vory serious

OUR LONDON LETTER, 

[FROM OUR LONDON (JORRBSl'ONDEN'T.] 

London, August 2, 1801. 
On Wednesday last thero was a perform- 
ance at Exeter Hall in aid of the funds ol 
the British Columbia Female Emigration 
Society — tho reflex benefit of which will bo 
felt in Vaticouvor Island; for whatever 
scheme hinds to promote the interests of 
British Columbia, the sister Island must 
of necessity participate in them. If I may 
judge from the appearance of tho Hall, 
which was crowded in every part with a 
most rospoctable class of persons, the at- 
tempt to raise funds for this laudable object 
must havo boon in every respect most suc- 
cessful. 

lho question of emigration is ono which 
has ever been dear tu England, aud at the 
present moment, when distress prevads lo 
such an alarming extent in Lancashire, it is 
doubly so. Female emigration schemes 
more especially call for our immediate at- 
tention. Tho main budy of the sufferers in 
consequence of the stoppage of llie supply of 
cotton are females — married and unmarried, 
'They constitute a largo proportion of tho 
hands employed in the factories. Even 
those who aro [harried earn their own living 
and help to support tho young member's of 
iho family by daily labor in the Lancashire 
hiyos of industry. Young women form the 
staple of the craft, however. Now that two- 
thirds of tho mills have stopped working 
altogether a:ul ilio remaining one-third work 
short lime, you can easily imagine tho 
amount of dislrcss that prevails. 

Active measures are being taken to alle- 
viate tho amount of suffering. A meeting 
ol the landed proprietors of the cotton dis- 
tricts was held last week at Biidgewater 
House — Lord Derby presiding, when sums 
amounting to more than jtlO.UOO were prom- 
ised on the spot. This is as it should bo. 
In consequence of the manufacture of lho 
law material in ilic large factories that havo 
been roared with all lho appurtenances, tho 
value of tho land lor building purposes has 
been enormously enhanced. The examplo 
set by tho proprietors of the soil and lho 
rich men in Loudon and other towns al a 
distance from llie scene ol the disasters, has 
had thu beneficial effect of stimulating the 
cotton lords of Manchester to a souse of their 
duties. Until iecently tho Central Com- 
mittee of relief was established in London 
and the rich man in Manchester at first 
pooh poohed lho statements regarding the 
distress and seemed lo look upon foreign in- 
terference us a matter of impertinence. 
They have, however, 1 am glad to state, 
beon shamed into action in this matter. 
The cotton lords are coining forward at tho 
eleventh hour and contributing liberally to 
lho relief fund. 

Her Gracious Majesty, whose ear is over 
open to the cries ol distress, lias coino for 
ward and contributed £2000; The distin- 
guished S. (i. (), of tho Times, has also, in 
two or three powerful letters, advocated tho 
causo of the suffering operatives. Tho con- 
sequences of these various means are large 
contributions to die luuds at the disposal of 
tho various Committees. JL'3000 have beon 
sunt from India, aud sums varying in amount 
will no doubt como in duo time from tho 
British Colonies. Vancouver Island will 
unquestionably nut bo behind in this work 
of mdrcy. Nothing tends so much lo ce- 
ment individuals and different members of 
the same family of nations as generous holp 
in the time of need. One of .ho last acts of 
Iho present session has been the passing of 
a Bill in Aid — so as lo enable' the authori- 
ties to raise money during lho recess bIiouUI 
tho distress continue'; 

Ono circumstance has tended very mucli 
to remove our apprehension's respecting the 
coming winter, and lhat is lho teturu of go 
niul summer weather. Tlio summer as a 
whole has been one of lho most rainy on 
record, and great fears were, until within tho 
last fortnight, entertained that we should 
have a deficient harvest, in consequence of 
tho waul of the sunshine necessary lo ripen 
the fruits of the earth. All our fears in this 
respect are now, however, removed. During 
tho lasl leu days we havo hud glorious 
weather — harvest operations aro being car- 
ried on with great alacrity, and thero is 
every prospect that wo shall havo an abun- 
dant yield. We cannot be too thankful for 
this. 

During the last fortnight there has been a 
good dei I of angry sparring between Mr. Cob- 
den and Lord Fnlmcrstou, The former has 
bccQ pitching into tho latter with a virulence 
and pugnacity which, to say tho least of it, is 
pecuiiar in a prophet of peace. Mr. Condon 
is very anxious to make his countrymen be- 
lieve that they need be under no apprehensions 
respecting u French invasion. The very idea 
of such a thing is, in tho estimation of the 
member tor Rochdale, quite ridiculous, and not 
to be entertained for a moment by any sane 
man. He bus accordingly, in season and out 
of season, attacked Lord" Palmcrston regard- 
ing his assertions with respect to the number 
of iron-clad vessels built or building by the 
French, lie made a set attack even last night, 
but, us you will sou from the reports of the 
proceedings, Lord Palmerstou was more than 
a match for him, Ilis lordship* is a most re- 
markable man, and maintains his proud posi- 
tion chiefly on account of his equanimity of 
temper and marvelous adroitness. In these 
respects he has no rival, and as a result, ho 
is the most popular man in England. 

The Palmerston administration, however, 
has not strengthened itself by the countenance 
it has given to Lord Burner's odious night 
poaching bill. This is a most exclusive, un- 
just and aristocratic measure. It provides 
that policemen shall take into custody all per- 
sons suspected of pouching intentions and 
practices. Tho cll'ort of the movers ol this 
bill is to make game property, so that uny one 
shooting or snaring game may be treated us a 
thief, it defines game to be pheasants, pheas- 
ant eggs, etc., etc. Altogether it is a most 
absurd bill ; but, unfortunately, notwithstand- 
ing the violent opposition it has met with by 
nil the sensible men in the House of Commons, 
it passed its third reading about four o'clock 
this morning. England is unquestionably a 
r.oble country, worthy of the imitation of sur- 
rounding nations, but she harbors not a few 
absurd notions, of which the hated game laws 
aro not the least conspicuous. The night 
poaching bill of which 1 have been speaking 
is one of the most glaring attempts at class 
legislation. Rich landed proprietors have by 
law the exclusive right of shooting game— and 
of selling it too— so that they, to all intents 
and purposes, become poulterers. But more, 
by this poaching bill they will compel the 
community to pay for its preservation. Whcu 
the policemen arc invested with nil the powers 
which the measure ensures for them they eau 
dispense with ganio-kcepors. Was there ever 
anything more absurd 1

of Edinburgh. In January, 1850, I sent my first 
Petition to Her Majesty, through this Government, 
(which document 1 believe never reached England, 
as I never heard of it afterwards.)
